10. Mr. MacDonald—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, a Select 
Committee should be established to consider Ontario’s approach to 
changes in the constitution, particularly an amending formula; that this 
committee should commence its work immediately, and report to the 
1967 Session of the Legislature. 


13. Mr. Ben—Motion for a Return of the report from the Municipality of 
Metropolitan Toronto to the Attorney General on the operation of 
Juvenile and Family Courts, together with the previous report on the 
same subject made to Mr. Roberts shortly before he relinquished the 
porfolio of Attorney General.
